ARNY PERSONNEL CENTER AT CAMP STONEMAN, CONTRA COSTA COUNTY, CALIFURNIA, UNDER
THE PROVISIONS OF SICTICN 126, GOVERNMENT CODE - W.0, L89) The Commission was
informed as folloms: On July 26, 1949, the Commission authorizéd the Executive
Officer to order and conduct the requisite hearings pursuvant to ‘Section 126 of
the Government Code and under the rules and regulations adopted by the Commis-
sion on June 1k, 1949, on applications for consent to acquisition by the United
States of lands comprising a rumber of installations among which was the United
States Army Personnel Center at Comp Stoneman. Under date of April 21; 19l9, an
application for acceptance of jurisdiction by the United States executed by
Kenmneth C. Koyall, Secrstery of the Army, was addressed to Governor Earl Warren
and forwarded to this office, This application was deficient in ssveral aspects
and was subsequently replaced by a carrscted application £iled by Mr, Frank Pace,
Jr., Secretary of the Army, under date of June 30, X950,

Pursuant to said application arrangments were made to conduct the public hearing P
at Oakland, Galiforuiia, in connection with one scheduled for the same day and ﬁ‘ .
place and relating to the Oakland Army Base. The Notica of such Public Hearing =
was published ih the Contra Costa Gazette, Martinez, California, on August 1h,
1950, and service on the Clerk of the Board of Supervisars of Contra Costa County
was made on August 12, 1950, Notices were thus published and served in compliancs
with Section 2702 California Administrative Code, Title 2.

A hearing was held by the Exacutive Officer at the Oakland 4rmy Base, Oskland,
California, &t 10:00 AM., August 30, 1950. A rscord of the hearing was mads
and the transcript was made a part of the Commission record in this caseés The
Attorney General was represented by ¥r. Valter Rountrse, Deputy Attornsy Generale
Appearances were made ¢n behalf of the Army by the Commanding Officer of the
Camp Stoneman Personnel Center, Cclonel Thomas J, Jenkins, also by dr. Hobert
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Prendergast, Mr. George lavezzola and Mr. J, Otis Bromn, representing the Real
Estate Section of the Southern Pacific Division of the Corps of Engineers; U.S,
Army. No other appearances were made in support of this application and none
ware made against it,

Section 126 of the Govermment Code requires that the State Lands Commission must
have found and declared to have occurred and tc exist the fulfillment of certain
dpedified conditions, Oral and documantary svidence were presented and received
at the hearing in suppart of the contention of the applicant that these conditions
have been met and complied with, Conclusions in ®esgard to their presentation are
as follows:

As applied to this case the acquisition "must be for the erection of foxrts,maga~
zines, arsenals, dockyards, and other meedful buildings, a other public purposes
within the purview of Clause 17, Section 8 of Article 1 of the Censtitution of
the United States". According to evidence received, the United States Army
Personnel center at Camp Stoneman was established in 1942 as a staging area for
the San Francisco Port of Embarkation and was utilized as such throughout World
War II. It has continued to serve in that capacity since that time and is now
receiving housing, processing and shipping army personnel going to ar returning
from the Pacific Theater, It is a permanent Army installation and includes per-
manent buildings for the housing of troops and other needfal structures such as
warehouses and wharves, It is, therefore, believed that the lands for this
installation were acquired for purpsses within the above-quoted portion of the
Const.itutlon of the United States and are presefntly maintained for such purpeses,

The second condition requires that a finding must be made that "the acguisition
mist bé pursuant to and in compliance with the laws of the United States'.

Evidence in support of this condition was presented in the form of refsrence to
certain United States statutes, The lands were acquired under an authority of

an Act of Congress approved July 2, 1917, 50 U, S. Code, 171, LO Stat, 241, and
an Act of Congresc approved March 27, 1942, 50 U,S. Code, Appendix 632, 56 Stat,
176, commonly xnown as the First and Second World War Powers Act, Condemnation
proceedings were pursuant to an Act of Congress approved August 18, 1890, 26 Stat.
316, Immediate possession was had pursuant to an Act of Congress approved
February 26, 1931, 4O U. S, Code, Section 258-4, 46 Stet. 1421, Additional evi-
dencte was presented by Mr. Robert M. Prendergast, a land Acquisition Attorney for
the qufps of Bongineers, Department of the Army, tiet the acquisition was pursuant
to and in compliance with the laws of the United States and that the United States
is now possessed of good and sufficient fes title to the lands involved.

The third condition upon which a finding is required is to the effect, that "the
United States must in writing have assented to acceptance of jurisdiction over
the lands upon and subject to sach and all of the conditions and reservations in
this section prescribed". Under the provisions of an Act-of Congress of Cctober
9, 19L0, Public Law 825" the head or other authorized officer of any department
of the Government" may accept jurisdiction from the State, A letier from the
Department of the Army dated June 30, 1950, accepting jurisdiction on bshalf of
the United Statss and signed by Mr. Frank Pace, Jr., Sscretary of the Army, was
received by the Division of State Lands on July 12, 1950, This acceptance is
made subject to each and all of the conditions and reservations prescribed in
Ssction 126, Govermment Code, Statbe of Califarnia and is, therefore, in accor-
dance with law and with the ruiles of the Commission.
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The fourth requirement is that the Commission must have found and declared that
such acquisition is in the interest of the State, According to testimony received,
the Personnel Center at Camp Stcneman employs a large number of civilians perman-
ently and houses temporarily even greater numbers of military personnel all of
whom through local purchases and othsrwise contribute materially to theeconomy

of the State, The installation is an integral and an important part of the nat-
ionzl defense program and it is in the interest of the State,

It is concluded that all four conditions requisite to a declaration of the State
Iands Commission have thus been met,
